London, May 13.—The British bat­ 


tleship Goliath has been torpedoed in 


j the Dardenelles.

The judge held the

failed to prove that Barnes w'as re­ 
sponsible for the alleged graft because 
of his political dominance.

timony w-as Roosevelt’s chief proof of 
charges of “an alliance of crooked pol­ 
itics and crooked business.” 
Technically Justice Andrew's denied 
the motion to strike out the printing 
testimony, but in effect excluded it by 
saying that he would not allow any of 
it to be submitted to the jury in jus­ 
tification of proof of the libel. 
The printing testimony is thus elim­ 
inated as a m atter of justification, but 
may be submitted to the jury to mit­ 
igate damages.

The Missouri Crop Is Endangered by 


Hessian Pest. 


Jefferson City, Mo., May l l .—H es­ 
sian flies in sufficient number to give 
ground for serious alarm are reported 
to have appeared in the wheat fields 
of Central Missouri. 
At 
first 
the 
pests w’ere found in the hill country, 
but recently they have developed in 
the rich Missouri river bottoms. 
W heat has a luxuriant growth and 
the fields present a good appearance 
in the evenness 
and 
rankness 
of 
growth. 
Nowr the flies are at work 
and there are grave fears that they 
will do serious damage to the crop. 
State Auditor John P. Gordon, who 
owns and operates a large farm in the 
river bottom near Wainwright, Calla­ 
way county, returned yesterday from 
an inspection of his place. 
He says that virtually all of the 140 
acres of growing wheat is badly in­ 
fested with the fly. 
If they continue 
to develop it is his intention to plow- 
up part of his wheat 
acreage 
and 
plant the ground in corn. 
Complaints from the vicinity of Rus­ 
sellville, Cole county, are that wheat 
is full of flies and great injury is 
feared. 
O ther crop conditions ‘ were never 
better and the fine general rain of last 
week did great good.

up to high efficiency of service.” 
Lincoln Criticized Courts. 
Judge Lamm then told how Lincoln, 
outside the court room, attacked the 
Dred Scott decision, and he also re­ 
called how' the legal tender decision, 
the income tax decision, the rule-of- 
reason 
doctrine 
in the rate cases, 
were attacked and defended by pub 
Heists on the platform 
and 
in 
the 
press. 
“The abstract right to inspect and 
criticize the acts and doctrines of the 
courts is the American rule, and to 
assail that right is futile,” the judge 
said. 
“I do not believe 
that 
great 
courts and judges impugn the general 
rule or seek its modification.” 
According to the speaker no one 
can be blamed except lawyers, judges, 
legal

and 
litigants for not 
reading court opinions with their fin­ 
gers on the lines.

The Power of the Press. 
Quoting 
President 
Wilson, Judge 
• Lam m said th at the press “deals in 
the raw m aterial out of which public 
opinion is made; the reputations of 
the bar, the clergy, the statesman, tho 
author, the bench; that men are made 
and unmade by public opinion and in 
that way the press 
has 
a 
giant’s 
strength for weal or ill. 
You hold us 
in the hollow’ of your hand.” 
On the other hand, the speaker said, 
it is a rule that the court or judge is 
not allowed to enter a defense, a pro­ 
test in the newspapers or on the plat­ 
form. 
The unwritten law’ is that the 
court or judge criticized by being mis­ 
quoted, misunderstood, aspersed, ridi­ 
culed, must suffer in silence. 
Show Both Sides. 
“I will say now what I have often 
wanted to say as a judge, but never 
had a chance: 
“If the soundness of the reasoning 
of a judgment is doubted or assailed 
by a newspaper, then a fair synopsis 
of those reasons should be gleaned 
from the original source, the opinion 
itself, aud printed by the newspaper, 
and the unsoundness pointed out. You 
cannot logically maintain 
that 
you 
have 
the 
right 
in 
argumentation, 
w hen your reader will never hear any­ 
thing except what you tell them, to 
assign false reasons to the court or 
garble them or assign none at all, and 
yet denounce the court’s reasoning as 
invalid. 
“If the point is obtuse you can let 
it alone or Inform yourself by inves­ 
tigation. 
lf the court is enforcing a 
statute and you don’t like it, your 
grievance is against the statute, the 
lawmaker, and not against the court, 
and you should say so. 
The excuse 
of necessary haste, or striking while 
the iron’s hot, can never be allowed 
for a m isstatem ent or slovenly state­ 
ment, It may excuse none at all.”

The sinking of Hie Lusitania mav 
Well be considered the most dreadful 
Catastrophe of Hie present war. 
While it is true th at many more 
lives 
have 
been 
lost 
in 
various 
battles that have been fought, in all 
the theaters of war. 
none 
of 
them 
came with such a shock to the entire 
world, nor have they created such 
world-wide comment. 
The reasons for this are obvious. 
The victims of the battles are bellig 
b re n ts; they go forth to fight, to kill, 
and, if need be, to be killed. 
Death 
and destruction are the natural and 
to-be-expected results of war and of 
its battles ,and while the great totals 
of the dead and wounded, when given 
out, have carried chills of horror to 
all hearts, yet they came with no real 
surprise—everything was as a m atter 
of course. 
But with the destruction 
of 
this 
great 
ocean 
liner 
and the sudden 
plunging to death of hundreds of hu­ 
man beings, men and 
women 
and 
children—non-com battantn 
and 
neu­ 
tral for the most part, the great heart 
of the universe is struck by the awful 
ness of the act, and for the first time 
perhaps the full savagery of the war 
is brought home to all and we know 
to what terrible lengths the belliger­ 
ents will go to accomplish that which 
they believe is for 
their 
country’s 
good. 
It is almost unbelievable that this 
horrible thing has really happened. A 
week ago, when the vessel sailed from 
New' York, and great display adver­ 
tisem ents wrere run in the New York 
papers .telling people not to sail in it, 
because its destruction was sure and 
certain, and when private and person 
a1 written warnings were received by 
m any whose names were on the pas 
tsenger list, none of these people be 
lieved that it would or could occur 
It seemed to them so preposterous 
th at they laughed at the predictions 
and sailed without fear. 
But Germany carried out the dread 
ful plan, the boat went down just as 
Its representative here had solemnly 
foretold. 
W hether this is civilized warfare is 
a question that may not now be an 
pwered. 
W hether it was necessary 
for the accomplishment of great goo< 
for the German nation will always bi 
a m atter for doubt and it may be that 
posterity alone can pass upon it anc 
give the right reply. 
According to the rules of war, ii 
w as perhaps within the pale, for the 
boat was an English one, sailing un­ 
der the British flag ant! officered and 
manned by British seamen . It carried 
contraband and munitions of war and 
treasure, too, and by the rules of the 
game was lawful prey for its coun­ 
try ’s enemies. 
But the great world-question is and 
will be always, was the act justified 
from a humane and christian point of 
jriewr? 
The incident will take its place with 
th a t of the invasion of Belgium, and 
th ere are many who will always be 
lieve that conditions called for neither. 


G e r m a n y * however, has met the 
Belgian m atter with reason and expla­ 
nation and has to a great extent jus­ 
tified its course there so as to have 
convinced many who doubted at first 
that it was a necessary act if it would 
pave itself from serious difficulties. 
Can it do the same in this instance? 
The United States m ust keep a firm 
grip on itself now more than ever, if 
neutrality is to be preserved. 
The

she failed to reciprocate our senti­ 
ment of accommodation and concilia­ 
tion, but she gave it

consideration and she has demanded 
the unconditional restoration of Kiao 
Chow and also compensation by Ja ­ 
pan for the unavoidable damages con­ 
sequent on the battles in Shantung.

clearly 
said that her de­ 
mands wrere final. The Japanese gov­

Pittsburgh,

May 
9.—Pastor 
Russell gave two addresses here to­ 
day. 
We report the one from I Tim­ 
othy 1:2, 2. 
it is a severe arraign­ 
ment of education, and especially of 
ministers, notwithstanding its moder­ 
ate language. The pastor said: 
We are gradually 
awakening 
to 
the fact that the world does not love 
God, but merely fears Him; and that 
a few of the churches recognize Him 
as the gracious Heavenly Father. Al­ 
though the Bible has told us repeated­ 
ly that God is Love, that His mercy 
endureth to the limit, and that from 
Him comes every good and perfect 
gift, nevertheless the 
doctrines 
of 
demons instilled into our minds from 
childhood have hindered us from ap­ 
preciating these statements. 
Back in the Second Century, when 
BiDles were printed by pen and very 
expensive, and when few 
had 
the 
education to read them, Satan laid the 
Inundation for gross errors. The cler­ 
gy began to claim Apostolic Succes- 


the few learned ones might read to 


them. 
The Apostolic Bishops feared 
ihat this would mean the loss of their 
prestige; for the people would think 
for themselves. 
The Bishops bought 
up the entire edition and burned the 
books publicly in front of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, London. 
Surely, Jesus 
forewarned 
us 
of 
these would-be Apostles? 
(Revelation 
2:2.) 
He appointed only twelve, and 
recognized St. Paui as the successor 
to Judas. 
These Twelve were to be 
His special mouthpieces and wrere 
the crown of twelve stars 
of 
the 
church and its 
twelve 
foundation 
stones. (Revelation 12:1; 21:14.) Re­ 
ferring to the illegal Apostolic Bis­ 
hops, Jesus said, ‘Thou 
hast 
tried 
‘hem which say they are Apostles and 
are not, and hast found them liars/* 
—Rev.. 2:2; 2 Cor. l l : IX 
Burning the New Testament made 
the m atter worse. The jieople wanted 
to know why they should not be per­ 
mitted to read the words of Jesus and 
the original Twelve. 
The pseudc- 
; ion for the bishops, who assumed the I apostles got busy and produced what 
tiile 
of 
Apostolic 
Bishops. 
This 
meant that they were successors to 
the Apostles, and consequently that 
their teachings were of equal author­ 
ity. Gradually the deception fastened 
itself: nobody was allowed to preach 
except those authorized, or ordained, 
by those claiming to be inspired suc­ 
cessors of the Apostles. 
The result 
was the separation of the Church as 
the clergy—the public being called 
the Children of the Church, or some­ 
times referred to as the laity. 
A little later the Apostolic Bishops, 


they styled the Bishops* Bible, and 
gave it to the people. 
But with the 
Bible they gave threats that if the 
people in any way, through reading 
that Bible, would get out of harmony 
with the creeds, they would go to 
eternal torture. 
Poor people, brow­ 
beaten and hindered by the very ones 
who professed to be them leaders by 
Divine appointment? 
Poor bishops, 
deceived by the “doctrines of dem­ 
ons’* into taking this terrible posi­ 
tion! 
t 
Roman. Catholics also saw* the op- 
with Emperor Constantine, 
started j portunity for giving the Bible to tho 
creed-making. Thereafter creeds took people and thus affecting, as the Bro­ 
the place of Bible study: for the Em­ 
peror decided that the Nicene Creed 
would be the standard ot Orthodoxy, 
and that any one differing from its 
teachings would be a heretic and sub­ 
ject to persecution, Anv Bible study 
thenceforth 
meant liability to be 
counted a heretic and suffer accord­ 
ingly. 
Thus Bible study was crowd­ 
ed out, and any reference to the Bible 
was considered a slight to these Bis­ 
hops and the creeds winch they had 
made. 
How* long did this last, you ask? 
We answer, twelve hundred years; 
then the authorly of thei Bishops as 
Apostles began to be questioned. The 
Bible began to be sought and studied, 
but all who did this were esteemed 
heretics, 
or in danger of becoming 
such by getting out of touch with the 
creeds. 
How’ much error could be 
brought into the Church in twelve 
hundred years! Is it any wonder that 
now we find that our creeds are more 
than half error, and that 
the 
doc­ 
trines of devils which wTere worked 
into them as leaven have corrupted 
them entirely and made them injur­ 
ious to spiritual health? 
I remind you that this was the 
very prophecy which Jesus 
matte— 
that leaven, corruption, would be hid­ 
den in the family portion. 
(Matthew* 
10:6, ll, 12; 
Luke 
13:21.) 
Again 
Jesus pictures the the matter in Rev­ 
elation 17:4, 2, where a woman is 
shown, having in her hand a Golden 
Cup filled with her own 
false 
doc­ 
trines, with which she makes drunk 
all the inhabitants of the earth. The 
whole world has been stupidly drunk 
for centuries and now is awakening— 
some dazed, some angry, some hyster­ 
ical, etc. But, thank God! we are get­ 
ting awake; and that with our waking 
we perceive that the glorious Morn­ 
ing of the Millennium is near at hand. 
There, as promised, Messiah will as­ 
sume His great power and begin His 
Reign, and will roll away the igno­ 
rance and superstition from the world 
and let in the true light of the know- 
ledge of God’s glory.—Isaiah 60:2, 3; 
Habakkuk 2:14. 
Organized Opposition to 
the 
Bible, 
I am not blaming our forefathers— 
Catholics or Protestants. Doubtless, 
there were bad men amongst them, 
but I believe there were also good 
men and sincere. 
I ani blaming the 
great Adversary, Satan, and his dem­ 
ons, the fallen angels, as the Apostle 
does. 
We have been debauched by 
these doctrines of demons,” as the 
Apostle in our text declares propheti­ 
cally. 
It was about the year 1500 A. D.,

About that time Prof byrnie Ie trans­ 
lated the New Testam ent into th*? 
English language, but con Al not get 
it printed in Great Britain, because 
of the power of 
the

the Word of God in the hands of the 
people would discount their author­ 
ity. Tyndall persevered, had his New’ 
Testament printed in Germany, and 
then imported it to London. Although

reckoned as service to God, however 
falsQ. 
It is not surprising that we 
have been centurtes in getting out of 
the Garkness of the past: but it is sur­ 
prising to what patent we have been 
J.ioodwinked by the Adversary.

against the Almighty, 
which 
Satan 
has manufactured? He got us to be­ 
lieve that before 
God 
created man 
He made a great

called hell, 
sheol, hades, supplied

proof devils, and with fuel 
to

for all eternity, and then made man, 
knowing 
that 
nearly 
everybody 
would go to that 
awful 
place, orgy 
one in ten 
thousand 
being 
saintly 
enough to escape it. Additionally, we 
were taught that we would be render­ 
ed indestructible, in order that oui 
torments might last eternally. I re­ 
fuse to believe that any human mind 
could make up 
such 
doctrines. 
I 
think too highly of my fellow crea­ 
tures. I accredit those doctrines, as 
the apostle does in our text, to de­ 
mons; and, as he explains, their ob­ 
ject was to separate 
us 
from God 
and from the Bible, God’s Word. 


When Satan’s W ork Began. 
Satan has been working 
his 
plan 
of opposition to God for more than 
six thousand years. 
He 
began by 
telling 
Mother 
Eve 
that 
her sin 
would not bring the punishment of 
death, as God had said; and he has 
kept up that statement until today. 
He has now 
convinced 
the 
whole 
world that when they 
die 
they are 
really more alive 
than 
when 
they 
w’ere alive. 
This is the 
fundamental doctrine 
of the demons. 
Think 
how’ many 
false doctrines that have troubled lls 
are based upon the thought that the 
dead are alive! And remember what 
the Bible says , namely, 
“The dead 
know into anything” (Enc. 9:5); “The 
wages of sin is deatl/’-^-not eternal 
torment 
anywhere (Romans 6:23); 
and “The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die” (Ezekiel 18:4-20. If we had be­ 
lieved the Bible we would have been 
spared the nonsense, 
the fear, the 
torture, the 
delusions 
which 
have 
troubled us. But w’e neglected God’s 
Word and took the word 
of Satan, 
the serpent. 
These doctrines of demons include 
purgatory and masses to gel out of 
purgatory. They include the wrork of 
spirit mediums; for as 
bishops and 
priests are deceived, 
so 
are medi­ 
ums. They verily think that they are 
communcating with 
dead 
humans, 
whereas the Bible makes clear that 
they are being deceived by fallen an­ 
gels, the 
demons, 
who 
know 
all 
about our dead friends, and through 
these mediums try 
to impress upon 
us that our friends are alive, thus 
giving the only confirmation there is 
to Satan’s lie 
that 
the 
dead 
are 
alive. Poor creatures who come un­ 
der the influence of evil spirits tell 
us distinctly that the spirits who once 
claimed to be their dead friends de­ 
clare plainly, after getting control of 
these unfort unart es, that they are de­ 
mons and then 
proceed 
to terrify 
their victims by telling that hey will 
soon have them in eternal torture. 


Why Should Demons So Teach? 
At first thought it would appear as 
though Satan would not 
favor any­ 
thing telling about 
future 
trouble; 
and thus 
many are deceived 
into 
thinking that whatever tells 
of the 
goodness and love of God must be a 
deception of the devil. Let us notice 
carefully the line of the adversary’s 
attack. He skillfully 
uses preachers, 
evangelists and 
the profane—all—to 
tell about hell and 
the 
devils, and 
the creeds to tell that 
all 
that 
is 
God’s plan. Thus effectually he puts 
a barrier between God and the peo­ 
ple, and drives them from God and 
from the Bible. 
Have not these “doctrines of dev­ 
ils” led thinking people 
away from 
God and religion into 
social flurries 
and nonsense? Have not some men 
been led to plunge into business, oth­ 
ers into novel reading, theater going, 
drinking, 
carousing, 
gaming—any­ 
thing to keep their 
minds 
off 
the 
most important things, the tilings of 
God, the 
things 
w’hich 
the 
Bible 
teaches? Surely it is so. 
And 
yet 
there 
are 
thousands 
of preachers 
who are preaching 
hell-fire torment 
and w’ho do not believe 
a 
word of 
what they say, and w’ho think they 
are doing it to keep people from go­ 
ing into sin 
Do they think they are 
wiser than God? Do they expect to 
hear the Master’s 
“w’ell done, good 
and faithful servant” for having slan 
dered God’s name, His character and 
message, for 
having 
deceived 
the 
people when He 
plainly 
told them 
that the truth alone will sanctify? 
I sympathize 
with 
the preachers. 
They are in a terrible place, as the 
apostle describes in our text, “Speak­ 
ing lies in hypocrisy; 
having 
their 
conscience seared w’ith a hot iron.” 
Only a badly seared conscience could 
approve of 
the 
slandering 
of 
Al­ 
mighty God and 
the representing of 
Him as being wrorse than the worst 
of all human beings—worse than the 
worst of devils we could possibly im­ 
agine. It would be a hard matter for 
these gentlemen, so long 
looked up 
to as standard bearers 
for God and 
the truth, 
to 
come 
humbly 
dowrn 
from their 
pedestals 
and 
tell 
the 
people plainly, We have been deceiv­ 
ing you all, or at 
least 
have been 
keeping you in ignorance of the truth 
for the sake of the salaries 
we re­ 
ceived. A few, we 
may 
surely 
ex­ 
pect, will do this. They are coming 
nearer and nearer to the point every 
minute. But they will be few. 
The 


adding ralsehood to hypocrisy. 
How 
sad! And every day that they delay 
to step out on the side of the truth 
will make their case the worse. The 
people are becoming enlightened and 
are ahead of the preachers in knowl­ 
edge of God and honesty of thought 
and word. 
Quite recently I heard of a young 
man who went to his pastor saying, 
“Do you really believe in bel! fire as 
the punishment for sin?" The answer 
was, “Yes, certainly, 
of course—wre 
all do.” 
Then 
the young man told 
what he had been thinking, and as 
he was leaving the minister’s study 
the latter 
put 
his 
hand 
on 
the 
young 
man’s 
shoulder, 
saying, 
“George, I do not believe in eternal 
torment, but 
you 
know 
we must 
preach it. Otherwise we wouid be out 
with our denominations and creeds, 
out with 
everything; 
and perhaps 
the people would be the worse off.” 
What a shameful position! Surely 
God has given preachers 
much ad­ 
vantage over common people in edu­ 
cation and time for study; and sure­ 
ly He will 
not 
hold him guiltless 
that taketh His name 
in vain—that 
slanders 
Him, 
that misrepresents 
Him, and that does so in the name 
of God, religion and the Bibie! I am 
speaking plainly, but 
not unkindly. 
My heart grieves for the ministers; 
for the judgments of the Lord surely 
will

course. Our forefathers

ignorance, 
raisunderstand- 
poor translations and 
severe bonda­ 
ges of superstition. 
But no excuse 
can be offered now

Common Practice to Use Cow's Milk, 
Feeding From Bottle With Suit­ 
able Rubber Nipple. 


Motherless lambs can be and com­ 
monly are, raised on cow-’s milk, fed 
from a bottle with rubber ^ nipple— 
not from a pail, as are calves. 
Feed 
them about half a pint of milk or 
perhaps a little less, three times a 
day 
at 
first, 
increasing 
gradually. 
Warm the milk to a blood heat be­ 
fore feeding. 
After a little time they can get 
some good from grass and skim milk 
can be substituted for whole milk. 
Babies are sometimes raised on con­ 
densed milk and probably it could be 
used instead of fresh milk for lambs, 
but from the standpoint of both ex­ 
pense and results fresh milk is likely 
to give better satisfaction. 


Keep Sheep Pen Level. 
Keep the pen level. 
Sheep get cast 
easily, and a hollow in the pen may be 
fatal to your best ewe. 


Condition of Brood Sows. 
Keep the brood sows in a flesh- 
gaining condition from the time they 
lire mated until they,, farrow, 


ets and grasshoppers are the most im­ 
portant, constituting 26 per cent of 
the food of the year and 72 per cent 
of the food in August. 
It is scarcely 
necessary to mention the beneficial 
effect of a number of these birds on 
a field of grass in the height of the 
grasshopper season. 
Of the 1,514 
stomachs collected at all seasons of 
the year, 778, or more than half, con­ 
tained remains of grasshoppers, and 
one was filled with fragments of 37 
of these insects. 
This seems to show 
conclusively that 
grasshoppers 
are 
preferred, and are eaten whenever 
they can be found. 
Especially nota­ 
ble is the great number taken in Au­ 
gust, the month when grasshoppers 
reach their maximum abundance. 
Next to grasshoppers, beetles make 
up the most important item of the 
meadow lark’s food, amounting to 
25 per cent, about one-half of which 
are predaceous ground beetles. 
The 
others are of harmful species. 
Forty-tw’o individuals of different 
kinds of May beetles were found in 
the stomachs of meadow larks, and 
there w ere probably many more which 
were past recognition. 
To this form 
and several closely allied ones belong 
the numerous white grubs, which are 
among the worst enemies to many 
cultivated crops, notably grasses and 
grains, and to a less extent strawber­ 
ries and garden vegetables. 
In the 
larval stage they eat the roots of 
these plants, and being large, one in­ 
dividual may destroy several plants. 
In the adult stage they feed upon the 
foliage of trees and other plants, and 
In this way add to the damage which 
they began In the earlier form. 
As 
these enemies of husbandry are not 
easily destroyed by man, it is obvious­ 
ly wise to encourage their natural 
foes. 
Among the weevils found in the 
stomachs the most important econom­ 
ically are the eolton-boll weevil and 
the recently introduced alfalfa weevil 
of 
Utah. Several 
hundred 
meadow 
larks were taken in the cotton-grow­ 
ing region, and the boll weevil was 
found in 25 stomachs of the eastern 
meadow lark and in 15 of the western 
species. 
Of the former, one stomach 
contained 27 individuals. Of 25 stom­ 
achs of western meadow* larks taken 
in alfalfa fields of Utah, 15 contained 
the alfalfa weevil. 
The vegetable food consists of grain 
and w eed and other bard seeds. Grain 
in general amounts to l l per cent and 
weed and other seeds to seven per 
cent. Grain, principally corn, is eaten 
mostly in winter and early spring and 
consists, therefore, of waste kernels; 
only a trifle is consumed in summer 
and autumn when it is most plentiful. 
No trace of sprouting grain was dis­ 
covered. 
Clover seed w*as found in 
only six stomachs, and but little in 
each. Seeds of weeds, principally rajs 


with plenty of water at hand.

MORE ATTENTION TO BRIDGES 


Greatest Menace to Tractor Which 
Could Be Put to More Use on Many 
of the Small Farms. 


We will never be able to readily 
make much use of the gas or steam 
tractor on the farms until we make up 
our minds to pay more attention to our 
roads and bridges. 
Especially the 
bridges. 
They are the greatest men- 
ance to the tractor and the tractor’s 
driver, and there has been little im­ 
provement in the type of bridges since 
the engine was put to work on the 
farms, writes William E. Rose of Iowa i 
in Farm Progress. 
{ 
It is rather strange that we are will­ 
ing to use the traction engine to pull 
our road plows and our road graders 
and still refuse to build bridges and 
culverts strong enough to allow the 
same engine to pass in safety when 
pulling a threshing outfit or a train of 
farm wagons. But it is the truth, nev­ 
ertheless. 
In spite of all the possibilities of the 
tractor, or the old-fashioned traction 
engine, a lot of people look upon it as 
an ugly contraption that ruins road 
surfaces, smashes culverts, breaks 
down bridges, scares horses and sets 
fire to ’meadow's and rail fences. 
It is altogether wrong. 
We could 
make splendid use of the tractor on 
any and all farms of more than eighty 
acres. Some day we will make these 
engines do much of the work, the 
heavy hauling done by horse teams, 
and we will save money by so doing. 
But that time will not come until we 
have better roads. 
And that cannot 
comes to pass until we get a better su­ 
pervision of road building than we 
have at present. 
In many states the traction driver 
who crosses a bridge takes a chance 
not only of injury to himself and his 
expensive engine, but also assumes the 
liability of having to repair the bridge 
if he breaks it down. Such laws dis­ 
courage the use of tractors as much 
as they do better road building. The 
bridges are the worst feature of this 
condition. 
The tractor has a right to use the 
public highways. It has just as much 
right to the public road as the heavy 
automobile, the overloaded farm wag­ 
on or any other heavy conveyance. 
Th© men who build such engines and 
the men who Would like to own and 
use them should insist that these ma­ 
chines be given that right. 
No one 
dreams of forcing the automobile off 
the public highways now’, and the over­ 
laded farm wagon has used the public

With the influence of the 
British soldiers, many peasants were 
quick lo adopt this outfit, and now 
one sees them “everywhere, on men,' 
boys, and in some eases on women.

Hamburg, 
May 
14.—Germany 
is 
patching up and mending her broken 
soldiers with remarkable speed at the 
new “Krankenhaus" in Barmbeck, a 
suburb of Hamburg. 
This great hos­ 
pital, which covers several acres of 
ground, was completed early last fall 
at a cost of many millions of marks, 
and has a capacity 
of 
2,000 
beds. 
Nine hundred of them now contain 
soldiers. 
T h e 'm ost interesting part of the 
hospital is the orthopaedic institute, 
where the soldiers are being massaged 
and bathed and exercised back into 
usefulness, either on the battlefield 
or in private life. 
A heretofore un­ 
heard of percentage get back the use 
of paralyzed limbs and damaged func­ 
tions. 
When the bullet, shrapnel or shell 
wound that put the soldier out of bus­ 
iness has healed, it leaves him dis­ 
abled in almost as great a variety 
of ways as there are wounds, and fre­ 
quently with greatly impaired ability 
to walk or run, or to use his hands, 
arms and fingers. 
According to the nature of his dis­ 
ability, therefore, he is first given a 
series of baths—mud, sand, hot air, 
hot water, acid, light and electricity. 
He lies for hours in a bathtub of rich 
black hot mud, or he sits in queer 
looking receptacles while 
hot 
sand 
pours down onto him and makes his 
nerves tingle. 
He is lowered on a chair by means 
of a pulley into water as hot as any 
man can stand, and after a time, un­ 
der the soothing, softening influence, 
he is able to move limbs that before 
were immobile. He sits with an arm 
in an acid bath or with electricity 
coursing through 
his system 
until 
gradually he becomes more supple. 
Then he moves into a room filled 
with fantastic instruments, tach de­ 
signed to5 give play to some particu­ 
lar muscle. 
If it is a leg that has 
gone ofit of commission he mounts 
a machine not unlike a bicycle and 
pedals for hours until at last he has 
won back the use of his limb"

' If a bullet has lessened the soldier's 
abifty to ’breathe, he is suspended 
by straps und^f his arms, and slowly 
drawh ‘ upward by a sort 
of 
hoist 
which facilitates his inhalations. He 
learns how to crook his knee, twist 
his wrist,' raise his arm and turn 
his head. 
So prominent a part does the use 
of the vacum play that there is a 
“vacum room" where the convales­ 
cents *sft, one with a vacum on a part 
of his arm, pulling up the flesh about 
a wound, others with the machines 
on their backs, their legs, on almost 
every part of their anatomy. 
There are countless patients with 
4 
arms or legs that have stiffened in 
peculiar ways. 
One finds them, also

As the patient lies on a bed with a 
wounded knee that must be raised a 
wooden contrivance with screws, un­ 
der his leg, performs the ditty with­ 
out the usual'pain of such an opera­ 
tion. Or, a pulley arrangement on the 
wall behind him lifts his arm 
and 
turns it in an arc. 
So frequent are the operations at 
the Barmbeck hospital that the huge 
operating room is served by a dou­ 
ble window connection with the anti­ 
septic 
chamber.

To a man they agreed that the 
patients in the hospital, with their 
twisted and distorted limbs, wearing 
their queer contrivances for restoring 
the use of their limbs were infinitely 
more sorrow-provoking than the dead 
soldiers on the battlefield. 
But the most terrible of all was a 
soldier who had nothing the m atter 
with his limbs at all—but who had 
illusions that he had been terribly 
wounded and who 
dragged himself 
around on crutches, his face terribly 
distorted by the pain he thought he 
felt from tht bullets that never had 
struck him.
